Group II, claims 8-15, drawn to N-aryl and N-alkenyl-y-amino acids. 

Group III, claims 21-30, drawn to processes for making 2,3-dihydroazepines and 2,3- 
dihydrobenzazepines. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Compounds made by the processes of claims 1-7 in Group I and the processes of 
claims 16-20 in Group I, which are also compounds of Group II (claims 8-15), and are 
the starting materials in the processes in Group III (claims 21-30), are known from the 
prior art. 

US 3,632,636 (Wei and Bell) discloses in column one compounds having the following 
structure:

R 3 is halogen, lower alkyl, lower alkoxy or benzoyl; and

processes of claims 16-20, and the compounds claimed in 8-15. 

Proctor and Thomson, "Azabenzocycloheptenones. Part II. Dieckmann Cyclisation of 
Arylamino-esters" Journal of the Chemical Society, pages 2312-2314 (1957) discloses 
on page 2312 a compound employed as a starting material, "IV" with the following 
structure:

9 , which is a compound made by processes of claims 

16-20 and also a starting material for the processes of claims 21-30. 

The group corresponding to the "electron-withdrawing group," "Y" from compounds in 
the instant claims is R 3 in Wei and Bell's above-noted general structure which is a 
halogen or benzoyl, and is the methoxycarbonyl group adjacent to the nitrogen atom in 
Proctor and Thomson's compound IV.
